LINCOLN, Neb., June 9 (AP).— 
There is enough water in the Mis- 
sourl River for both navigation | 
and irrigation, the engineering | 
sub-committee of the Missouri | 
River States Committee asserted 
today in a report made public | 
after a three-month study. 

The subcommittee said it aged

tween 1914 and 1943, instead of 
the Army’s 1882-1943 basis or the 
Reclamation Bureau’s 1931-43 
basis. It judged the annual flow 
at Sioux City, Ia., head of the 
proposed navigation, at 22,473,000 
acre-feet a ‘ear, compared with 
the 22,445,000 acre-feet it said was 
needed for irrigation proposed by 
the bureau and navigation pro- 
posed by the Army. 

The report, prepared by nine 
engineers, one from each of the 
states in the committee, is being 
sent to Governors.of the nine 
statés BF well as other committee 
members. The states are Missou- 
ri, Nebraska, Kansas, lowa, Colo- 
rado, Montana, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Wyoming. The 
report was made public here by. 
Nebraska State Engineer Ward- 
mer Scott, a subcommittee mem- 
ber. 

The engineers’ committee was 
created at an Omaha conference 
in mid-March by the Missouri 
River States Committee, composed 
of Governors and citizen repre- 
sentatives of the nine states.

A NEPHEW OF CHURCHILL 


Identify Him as Lt. Col. Tom 
Churchill; London Doesn't 
Know Him. 
LONDON, June 9 (AP)—The 
German high command, in its 
communique broadcast today, re- 
ported the capture of British Lt. 
Col. Tom Churchill, described as 
commandant of the island of Lus- 
sino in the Adriatic, and as a 
nephew of the British Prime Min- 

ister. 

Maj. Randolph Churchill, son of 
the Prime Minister, is in Yugo- 
slavia, but he was last reported on 
the mainland, It was said here 
that nothing is known about a 
Tom Churchill. 

Last March the German radio 
reported British Commandos had 
landed on Lugsino—or Lissa island 
—and were fighting under “a Brit- 
ish general by the name of 
Churchill.”

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WOUNDED TELL HOW SINGING YANKS HIT BEACH UNDER FIRE 


Wounded Yanks Await Return to Britain 


HORROR HEROISW 
IN ACCOUNTS OF 
D-DAY GIVEN BY 


RETURNING MEN 


"Crew Carried Mile Out 
to Sea by Undertow 
After Shell Hit One 
Tank — Officer Gives 
Life in Rescue Work.

AN INVASION PORT, June 7 
(Delayed).—It was easier than ex- 
pected, but no pushover today. 

One phase of the story of the 
invasion of Europe was told in the 
arrival of bloody, maimed and 
dead men and in the stark reports 
of those who had been blasted off 
the beaches or whose ships had 
been blown out from under them 
at this port. 
- First to be unloaded on the pier 
were the litter cases, seriousely in- 
jured and dying. They were 
rushed away in ambulances. Next 
came the walking cases. Then the 


sea survivors and the uninjured 
debarked and finally the dead 
were carried ashore. 

I talked with dozens of Ameri- 
can soldiers and sailors who tasted 
the bitter welcome on the French 
coast. Some of their stories were 
full of horror. Others treated of 
epical heroism. But in all the 
stories was the unforgettable 
spunk of American fighting men. 


Morale at Peak. 

Those men actually sang as they 
headed up the perilous beaches. 
They laughed and joked as they 
faced the most terror-filled task 
ever to confront American fight- 
ing men. Even at those beaches 
where resistance was fiercest all 
agreed that morale was at tip-top 
pitch, 

A captain told of a devastating 
attack ‘on his company of Sherman 
tanks as it was debarking from 
four landing ships, His own tank 
was hit by a German shell. He 
and his crew clambered out into 
the rough water and were carried 
by the undertow a mile out from 
shore. They inflated their life pre- 
servers and thus drifted an hour 
and a half before being picked up. 

“While I was floating helplessly 
in the water I saw 10 of my tanks 
get safely ashore,” related the cap- 
tain. “Orie hit a land mine and 
the driver was killed. One of my 
lieutenants was killed on a tank 
which was demolished and an- 
other lieutenant was wounded by 
shrapnel on the beach. This left 
my entire company with but a 
single officer to command it.” 


A veteran of the first assault 
waves in Africa and Sicily, the 
captain said the invasion was the 
most perfectly timed and carried 
out operation so far in the war. 


Lead Ship Sunk. 


Wounded from a naval patrol 
craft sunk by shellifire of Ger- 
man 88s 6000 yards offshore in 
the Cherbourg area also were 
evacuated to this port. This craft 
was the lead ship of the entire 
invasion fleet. 


A shell crashed amidships and 
within three minutes the vessel 
went under. The executive officer 
stayed aboard until all hands had 
abandoned ship. Then he dived 
from the bridge as the craft 
plunged and he landed headfirst 
on a liferaft. 

“It was not a pleasant sensa- 
tion, but I'm o. k.,” he said, 

A junior officer of this patrol 
craft gave “his life rescuing other 
men, drowning on his third ven- 
ture into the sea, 

Seaman First Class Charles 
Spencer, Niagara Falls, N. Y., was 
in the crow's nest when the ship 
was hit. He was thrown 50 feet in 
the air, a sensation he described 
as “like a roller coaster,” landed 
in the water amid the wreckage 
and was picked up by a raft. 

Two Flying Fortresses overhead 
were hit by flak, witnesses said, 
One disintegrated and the other 
burst into flames. :

While the Germans did not have 
many fighters there, they have 
an elaborate system of airfields 
equipped to take care of many 
different types of planes. 

Once Allied troops have firmly 
established a line along the east- 
ern side of the Cherbourg penin- 
sula they will face rugged country, 
which is known as “Norman 
Switzerland.” 


Rugged Terrain Ahead. 

The coastal plain extends from 
the shore to a depth of 20-odd 
miles and stretches 60 miles from 
the Dives valley, on the east, to 
Vire, on the west. South of the 
Carentan - Bayeux - Caen -L isieux 
line runs the Bocage which, with 
its granite ridges and broken 
country, forms a watershed be- 
tween the Loire and the Seine. It 
is a country of gorges and runs 
south to Mayenne and east~-to 
the Rennes-Lemans-Paris railway. 

Communication lines of 
area run in three parallels, with 
the Cherbourg - Bayeux - Caen- 
LLisieux-Paris line at the northern 
tip, and with a secondary line 
running from Granville, on the 
west coast, through the Bocage 
area to Laigle where it joins 
the Alencon line to Paris and to 
the south’s main line from Rennes 
to Paris. 

The roads follow the same lines 
with cross-country ones from 
Caen south to Mayenne and La- 
val on the main Rennes-Lemans 
route. Caens certainly is the most 
important road center for the 
area, commanding three _ roads 
southward to Avranches, at the 
western base of the peninsula, to 
Vitre to Laval and to Lemans. 
Vire is another junction point. 

The Germans, to maintain 
their ten divisions so far identi- 
fied in the area of the fighting, 
must bring up reinforcements 
from the east, either through 
Lisieux, which haa been reported

All day long I have watched 
American troops being loaded 
aboard LCIs and LSIs, and from 
a vantage point surveyed mile-long 
convoys of equipment being as- 
sembled. I have watched wounded 
and dead being unloaded from re- 
turning vessels. This afternoon I 
went a few miles inland to visit 
a field hospital where at 6 o’clock 
this morning the first casualties 
arrived for treatment. At this 
field hospital I saw boys back 
from the beaches of Normandy 
and had my first taste of the hor- 
rors of war. 


Care for the Wounded. 


One man was receiving a 
blood transfusion. A bullet 
had gone completely through 
his throat. Another man was 
receiving Waggenstein drainage. 
Shrapnel had torn ae gaping 
hole in his stomach, On the oper- 
ating table in one tent a lad was 
just coming out of the ether. A 
bullet had lodged in his groin and 
doctors had just tied off the ar- 
tery. The doctors said they would 
know in a few hours if the boy 


bwould lose his leg; in a few days 


they would know if he would lose 
his life. 

Outside the operating tent there 
was a may tree in full bloom; 
alongside the sandbags brilliant 
red tulips were blooming. No- 
where was there any hint of con- 
fusion. 

Chief Nurse First Lieut. Martha 
Jane Jordan of Charleston, W. Va., 
explained that for more than two 
months the staff of this field hos- 
pital had been waiting for this 
day when the first of our wounded 
would come back from the inva- 
sion beaches, Now the day had 
come. 

Already this hospital had treat- 
ed many of the casualties and 
some had already been moved to 
evacuation hospitals still farther 
inland, 

Jokes and Banter on the Way. 

All along the beaches at this 


invasion port I listened to Ameri- | 


can troops, lined up and ready to 
be marched aboard LCIs and LSIs, 
joke about T-bone steaks and 
chocolate sodas. I listened, too, to 
familiar GI whistling that is likely 
to greet anything in skirts. 

One round-faced lad said with 
a big grin on his face, “Gosh! 
Imagine a real, live American 
girl!” 

This evening I watched half- 
tracks with their crews being 
loaded aboard an LST. The crew 
of one was trying to decide what 
they would have for a midnight 
snack. They finally decided on 
“snack” of steak and _ onions, 
topped off with chocolate sundae 
covered with pecans. 

The banter that goes on in these 
last minutes before the boys are 
loaded aboard their boats is unbe- 
lievably gay. 

This afternoon I saw hundreds 
of survivors, boys back unhurt 
from the invasion beaches. They

June 7 (Delayed).—Not every man 
is a hero in any army, but the 


'_paratroops who hit the coast of 
Normandy soon after midnight on 
D-day came close to reaching the

They left their planes while the 
air was full of German tracer bul- 
‘lets and most of them hit the 
ground far away from their com- 
rades, After forming into small 
groups, they fought throughout 
the night against far superior 
forces and drove them from the 
beachhead area where our infan-

It was a cowboy-and-Indian fight 
at night in a strange country 
which was all the stranger be- 
cause lots of men didn’t land 
where they had expected to.

Under Fire Immediately.

time on the fields and beaches of 
Normandy. 

Headquarters announced that 
these divisions, the First once a 
part of the Fifth United States 
Army and the Northumbrian an 
important cog in the British 
Eighth Army, spearheaded the Al- 
lied invasion from the sea and 
made excellent progress after 
smashing enemy counterattacks. 

Most of the boys in the First 
originally came from the East, in- | 
cluding hundreds from Brooklyn, | 
but it has had so many replace- 
ments that it now is an All-Amer- 
ican Division. ~ 

Third Campaign Together. 

These wise-cracking Americans 
and their slow-talking buddies | 
from England's north lake coun. | 
try have fought Nazis together | 
twice before. First in the deserts 
of North Africa, then in the moun- 
tains of Sicily. 

(The German-controlled Calais 
radio said the German high com- 
mand named these Allied forma- 
tions ag participating in the Nor- 
mandy fighting: Vire estuary and 
east coast—United States First, 
Fourth and Twenty-ninth Infantry 
divisions and the 506th Parachute 
regiment; Caen—British Sixth Air- 
borne Division; Arromanches— 
units of the Third British and 
Third Canadian Infantry.)

and along the Ypres-Comines 
canal gave other British and 
rench troops precious time for 
he epic Dunkerque withdrawal. 
They back-stopped withdrawal of 
the South Africans to Tobruk 
during Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
last great plunge in Libya and 
then saved themselves by a spec- 
tacular frontal break through the 
German lines and a wide sweep 
back to rejoin the Eighth Army 
on Egypt’s borders. Then they 
helped pursue she Nazis across 
Africa, Sicily and into Italy. 
Tribute From Nazia 

The American First Division, for 
many weary battles, was the only 
infantry force on the American 
front in Tunisia to prevent a 
Nazi break-through. A German 
colonel once paid it this grudging 
tribute: 

“The work of this division’s in- 


fantry and artillery is worthy of 
the best army in the world.” 

The division, then under com- 
mand of Maj, Gen. Terry Allen, 
now’ back in the United States 
with another command, landed in 
North Africa Nov, 8, 1942. 

It spearheaded the attack on 
Oran, captured it in three days 
and then moved on into Tunisia, 
where in the winter of 1942-1943 
it was broken up and fought as 
separate units in mountain sec- 
tors. 

Ask any man in the First Divi- 
sion who saved the American 
Army at Kasserine Pass and 
threw back the Germans, and' his 
answer invariably will be, “Why, 
the First Division, of course.” 

Helped Hold Rommel. 

After slamming back Rommel’s 
last desperate try to break out 
of the Allied encirclement in Tu- 
nisia, the doughboys helped in 
battles which broke the German 
hold on Mateur and Bizerte and 
ended Hiitler’s North African 
hopes. 

Landing in Sicily less than two 
montha afterward, men of the 
Firat caught a German tank drive 
full tilt in the battle of the 
beaches and stopped the Hermann 
Goering troops less than 1000 
yards from the landing craft. In 
the next 37 days the division cap- 
tured 18 towns from German 
troops, 

The division arrived in England 
Nov, 7, 1943, just one day less 
than a year from the day they 
landed at Oran. 

Its total battle casualties before 
the present engagement have been 
announced as 6885. 

“Never Broken by Battle.” 

Becawse the airborne troops 
landed some hours before the am- 
phibious forces, it was not known 
exactly here whether an American 
airborne division was first into 
battle in France in this war, but 
at least the First Division, which 
Gen. John J. Pershing once‘ cited 
as “never broken by hardship or 
battle,” was not far behind. 

Made up of regular Army men, 
the First Division made its third 
amphibious landing to go back to 
France “the hard way.” It was 
the first American division into 
action in France in World War I. 

When plans for the European 
invasion began to take shape, the 
First was one of the first divi- 
sions Lt, Gen. Omar Bradley 
asked for. 

The division’s motto is, “No 
mission too difficult~-no sacrifice 
too great. Duty first.” 

Its new commanding officer, 
whose name has not been an- 
nounced, rose from the ranks.

Wall defenses which I have seen 
were evidently eleventh-hour 
preparations made months after 
the Nazis started boasting about 
their impregnability. 

For example, the whiteness of 
concrete in one thick-walled field 
gun casement which I examined 
indicated it was bullt only two or 
three months ago at the most. 
Reconnaissance photos showed 
beaches were: not given their real 
obstacle quota until after April 9, 
This was partyl because this was 
a low priority area compared with 
port zones and partly because the 
winter was so bad in the English 
Channel that obstacles would not 
stay in place. 

These obstacles are first thing 
to impress you when the tide goes 
out, baring that fateful belt of 
nearly a half mile of flat sand 
which our men had to cross under 
merciless fire, 

They are not elaborate, but the 
aturdy ateel contraptions called 
“element C” placed just above low 
water, or steel or wooden stakes 
with logs propped against them, 


are devilishly effective, particu- 
larly with the surf hiding them 
and tossing boats about, and from 
10 to 20 per cent of them are 
topped with mines similar to the 
Teller type which tears up tanks. 

I roused myself from a foxhole 
about 10 yards above highwater 
last night to watch a string of 
“‘ducks” come in close to high 
tide. They moved silently in the 
moonjight until suddenly there 
wee a muffled boom and a tower 
of water rose fast and fell slowly. 
Then there was just a gap in the 
evenly spaced line of amphibians. 
As nearly as I could tell in moon- 
ilght at a hundred yards, there 
were no survivors. 

Leaving the beach this morning 
took one into a shallow. valley, 
then up a steep hill to reach a 
plateau of gently rolling land. 


Atop the bluff one gets a dra-' 


matic reminder of one of the last 
war’s famous poems when one 
sees wild poppies glowing bright 
red across peaceful looking mead- 
ows. This isn’t Flanders, but one 
is much too close to those allent 
fellowa down on the beach stones 
to let such a technicality tnvali- 
date a few seconds of prayerful 
wonder.

Henry B. Jameson, an Associ- 
ated Press correspondent §sta- 
tioned in St. Louis for seven years 


before he went overseas 14 months 
ago as a war correspondent, suf- 
fered slight wounds while cover- 


ing the Allied landing operations | 
on the coast of France, the Asso-!é 


ciated Press reported in a dis- 
patch from London today. He 
was the first correspondent re- 
ported injured in the invasion. 

Jameson himself cut short a 
story he was writing to report 
his wounding to his London of- 
fice, stating that “my injuries are 
not serious but have incapacitated 
me for further carrying out my 
assignment at the present time.” 

His dispatch was being writ- 
ten, he explained, just before he 
was transferred to another ship 
bringing him to port. Jameson, 
who is 32 years old, has a wife 
and young son living for the du- 
ration in Burlington, Ia. The 
child was born two months after 
he left the United States to be- 
come a war correspondent. 

The Interrupted Dispatch. 

Jameson’s interrupted dispatch 
was as follows:

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SENATE APPROVES 
BANKHEAD COTTON 
PRICE REVISION 


Amendment to OPA Ex- 
tension Act Opposed 
by Roosevelt, Bowles 
—Vote is 39 to 35. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP).— 
The Senate adopted 39 to 35 today 
the Bankhead cotton price amend- 
ment to the OPA extension act. 
The amendment opposed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and OPA Admin- 
istrator Chester Bowles. 

Senator Clark of Missouri voted 
for the amendment; Senator Tru- 
man voted against it. 

Bowles has asserted the propos- 
el would cost consumers more than 
250 million dollar a year and might 
disrupt the entire price stabiliza- 
tion proposal. Senator Bankhead 
(Dem.), Alabama, and other sup- 
porters of the amendment have 
contended, on the contrary, that 


it would not increase consumer 
costs. 

The amendment calls for an ad- 
justment of textile ceilings to re- 
flect a parity price for raw cotton 
to the farmer, plus milling costs 
of 90 per cent of the textile indus- 
try and a “reasonable _ profit.” 
Bankhead said its primary pur- 
pose was to increase the market 
price of cotton about a cent a 
pound. 

Pricing Formula Limited. 

Under a last-minute modifica- 
tion sponsored by Bankhead, the 
Senate limited the proposed new 
pricing formula to those textiles 
designated by the War Food Ad- 
ministration or the War Produc- 
tion Board as “essential” to. war 
or civilian needs, 

Of various proposed revisions of 
the Price Control Act, Bowles had 
called the Bankhead plan the one 
“best calculated to shatter the en- 
tire structure of stabilization.” 

President Roosevelt also had 
criticised the amendment as in- 
flationary. Southern Democrats 
and some Republicans who sup- 
ported it held, however, that OPA 
could prevent any over-all] increase 
in consumer costs by reducing 
some ceilings on “luxury” items 
while boosting prices on fabrics 
that go into low-priced clothing. 

Shortly before voting on the 
Bankhead amendment, the Sen- 
ate rejected 51 to 24 a substitute 
offered by Senator Maloney 
(Dem.}, Connecticut, which would 
have empowered the War Produc- 
tion Board to deal with cotton 
clothing shortages by applying pri- 
orities to textile production, 

In the House, where similar 
OPA extension legislation is being 
debated, a proopsal by Represen- 
tative Gifford (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, to exempt fresh fishery prod- 
ucts from OPA controls was de- 
feated on a tie vote 92 to 92, 

The House rejected by a vote of 
91 to 127 an amendment requiring 
OPA to set price ceilings so as to 
reflect a profit—at least at a pre- 
war level—to producers and proc- 
essors of agricultural commodities. 


Bowles and Ald Disagree. 
The price control fight 
Senate disclosed a sharp disagree- 
ment between Bowles and OPA’s 
chief accountant in the textile sec- 
tion, York L. Wilson. 

Wilson. who was assigned by 
Bowles to assist Bankhead on 
amendments, said in a letter to 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, that 
the Bankhead amendment.was not 
inflationary. 

Bowles wrote to Senator Ellen- 
Ger (Dem.), Louisiana, that it was 
inflationary and that Wilson had 
neither the authority or qualifica- 
tions to speak for OPA or any 
policy question.

Kansas City giving the General 
Assembly power to authorize the 
establishment of pension systems 
for municipal employes not cov- 
ered by existing retirement plans 
in cities of more than 100,000 
population, which would apply 
only in St. Louis and Kansas City. 

Delegate Everett Hullverson of 
St. Louis, supporting. the proposal, 
|told the convention that the St. 
Louis city administration was 
“very desirous” of such a pro- 
vision in the new Constitution. 
He pointed out he had ‘introduced 
a similar plan at the request of 
the city administration, but as- 
serted he did not know what had 
become of it. 

Pensions Now Restricted. 

The pensioning of municipal 
employes is not possible under the 
/present Constitution. In recent 
'years the people have adopted 
constitutional amendments author- 
izing use of public funds for the 
payment of retirement benefits 
or -pensions to firemen, police- 
men, teachers and blind persons, 
and to needy persons over 65 
years of age. 

Delegate Franc L. McCluer, 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, said his committee had con- 
sidered a plan under which any 
city or town, regardless of size, 
might pension its employes, He 
said the idea was rejected because 
the tenure of munieipal employes 
is generally too short to permit 


and that it was thought pensions 
would be too expensive for small- 
er communities.

\PLASTIC ANNOUNCED TO SEAL 
RADAR AND ELECTRICAL PARTS 


NEW YORK, June 9 (AP).—A 
new plastic which replaces rubber 
and seals radar and other elec- 
trical parts to make them com- 
pletely moisture-proof, was an- 
nounced here today by Westing- 
house Electric & Manufacturing 
Co. It is called fosterite after 
Newton C. Foster, 29-year-old 
Westinghouse chemist who devel- 
oped it, and is in widespread use 
by the military forces to lengthen 
the life and service of electrical 
equipment. 

At a demonstration a transform- 
er was coated with the plastic and 
placed under water, where it con- 
tinued to function. 

Two other new plastics were an- 
nounced. One is both easy to form 
into complex shapes and very 
strong, with the tensile strength 
of structural steel. The third 
plastic stretches while hot, an ad- 
vantage in molding.

No Certainty on New Contract. 

Wgichok noted that the WLB 
again has ordered Ward's to con- 
tinue provisions of an_ expired 
union contract, pending negoti- 
ation of a new one, but asserted 
there was no assurance it would 
be done. 

The Government. seized the 
plants after the company refused 
to comply with an earlier WLB 
order. The management contended 
then that there was no assurance 
the union represented a majority 
of employes. -At the close of a 
collective bargaining election, the 
Government returned the plant to 
management control, The Union 
won the election.

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The Wartime Strike Issue 


Does D-day make a difference to the instigators 
of strikes? Does the fact that American forces 
now are fighting in France in the crucial strug- 
gle for liberation mean that from now on there 
will be absolute compliance with labor’s wartime 
no-strike pledge? 

A great deal depends on the answer. If the 
answer is No, it means that the armed forces 
will continue to be harassed and endangered 
by production stoppages. It means that their 
morale will be depressed by the feeling that the 
home front is letting them down, It means, for 
labor, a reaction that is most likely to bring 


drastic restrictions on its head; to turn Congress. 


against it; even to cause, as President R. J. 
Thomas of the United Automobile Workers 
warned recently, a wholesale smashing of unions, 

If the answer to the question about ending 
wartime strikes is Yes, it means that the home 
front is firmly united against the enemy, just 
as are its sons on the war front. It means that 
production of the many weapons and supplies 
needed for the gigantic Battle of Europe will 
continue unimpaired, to flow across the sea in 
an endless stream. It means that labor has a 
chance to, redeem itself from the bitterness and 
distrust, both overseas and at home, engendered 
by the epidemic of war-plant strikes in the 
weeks just before D-day. 

. . - 

That recent epidemic has been one of the 
most disheartening and alarming developments 
at home since the war began. In many of the 
strikes, the governmental machinery for orderly 
settlement of industrial disputes was disregarded 
or defied. The strikers violated the pledge of 
Dec. 23, 1941, acknowledged by President Roose- 
velt in these words: “I accept without reserva- 
tion your covenants that there shall be no 
strikes or lockouts, and all disputes shall be 
settled by peaceful means.” In many cases, the 
strikers ignored the pleas of their union leaders 
to remain at or return to work. 

The St. Louls area was plagued by a vicious 
series of these wildcat strikes. The walkouts 
cut down production of steel plate and high- 
octane gasoline, both vitally needed by the armed 
services. They curtailed electric current and 
caused a temporary shutdown or reduced opera- 
tion at important war plants. By tying up mass 
transportation for almost two days, they worked 
hardship on the community, caused a great 
waste of gasoline and lowered production of 
war materials. 

There are two highly disturbing aspects of 
these strikes, and the others of similar nature 
that have occurred over the country: (1) The 
irrelevant nature of the reasons given for quit- 
ting work; (2) the sometimes stubborn and ugly 
attitude of the strikers when efforts were made 
for resumption of work. 

. - - 

Men have quit important jobs in. wartime be- 
cause members of another union claimed the 
right to do certain maintenance work, because 
a foreman was appointed whom the workers did 
not like, because a proffered contract covered 
one plant instead of two, because they disagreed 
with the management on interpretation of min- 
imum-pay and overtime terms. They have struck 
in other cities because a woman was hired in a 
man’s place, because certain workers were dis- 
charged by the company, because several Negroes 
were assigned to a shop where none had worked 
before, because a soft-drink peddler who belonged 
to “the wrong union” passed through a factory's 
gates. 

Each point, of course, may have been arguable, 
But surely each of them could have been settled 
by mediation or conciliation or arbitration, with- 
out the drastic recourse of halting production. 
Even if these grievances had been of major 
importance, they could have been settled with- 
out stopping work for a single day. 

Yet they were not so settled, and in many in- 


_high-handed actions on. the 


stances, when efforts were made to settle them, 
union officers said the men were roused to such 
fury that they would not discuss terms. There 
were cases in which strikers, reminded that 
fighting men were depending upon them, ex- 
pressed unconcern. In St. Louis, a conciliator 
was hooted down when he tried to reason with a 
mass meeting of strikers. 

This is so contrary to the American tradition 
as to be downright shocking. A good American 
may express his disagreements vigorously, but 
he never lets down a neighbor. A good Ameri- 
can gives the other fellow a chance to state his 
case. A good American, if shown he is wrong, 
gives in, as graciously as may be.

The strikers were in the wrong because they 
quit work, but that is not to say that they were 
the sole instigators of the production stoppages. 
Yet, because they did forget their duty, because 
they committed the overt act of striking, an 
act perpetrated in the public eye, the fact is too 
often lost to sight that there were contributory 
causes for their actions, however inexcusable 
those actions may have been. 

Just as a minority of labor hag been respon- 
sible for the wildcat strikes, so a minority of 
management has forgotten its wartime obliga- 
tions by adopting oppressive policies that have 
brought blind reprisals from the workers. There 
have been cases where employers defied War 
Labor Board orders, and where they sought to 
chisel on wage provisions. There have been 
management side 
that are no less inexcusable than the strikers’ 
high-handed actions; for instance, Sewell Avery's 
one-man revolt against the WLB. Many times 
such maneuvers do not come to public attention. 

To say this is not to excuse the strikes in any 
way. It is to emphasize what Donald M. Nelson 
said on Monday in Detroit—that there have been 
defaults on both sides. Speaking to top execu- 
tives of both industry and labor, the War Pro- 
duction Board chief said: 


Hot emotion on both sides has resulted 
in the issues being magnified and aggravated 
out of all proportion by both sides. This 
attitude is found among both workers and 
managers. Powerful elements in both 
groups have taken a grim, die-hard position. 
They have forgotten that they are on the 
same team. Instead, they regard them- 
selves as being in a fight against each other. 


o a . 


Labor, we repeat, bears the primary responsl- 
bility. It hag been told by the President, its own 
leaders and by public spokesmen time and again 
that, no matter what the provocation, no pro- 
duction stoppage can be tolerated. But head- 
strong management, that attempts to take advan- 
tage of the no-strike pledge, or tries to discredit 
labor by goading it into overt action, is no less 
to be condemned than headstrong labor. 

Now, with D-day past and battle raging—and 
with, make no mistake, greater battles ahead 
—now is a time for new resolves on the part of 
all workers—resolves not to let down the fight- 
ing men, not to let down the country, not to 
discredit themselves by quitting work, no matter 
what their grievances may be. It is a time for 
loyal workers to use all their persuasion with 
the hot-head minority that is tempted to strike. 
It is a time for union officials to use their dis- 
ciplinary powers, to prove that they do not se- 
cretly sanction the “unauthorized” strikes, 

It is a time for both sides to remember, as Mr, 
Nelson warned, that they are on the same team, 
and that many of their teammates today are 
risking and losing their lives on the coast of 
France, for the sake of the common cause. It 
is a time for the “industrial statesmanship” which 
he urged, to bridge the gap between management 
and labor. 

Any instigator of strikes, whether worker or 
employer, now takes his place as a betrayer of 
the nation.

Italy’s Anti-Fascists Win 

Badoglio, the little man who's always been 
there, through the black years of Fascism and 
after, is out in Italy. The October promise has 
been kept in spite of him. And the united strength 
of anti-Fascists is revealed as the strength of de- 
mocracy-loving men who will not accept the false 
leadership of a collaborator. 

Ivanoe Bonomi, new Premier, had experience in 
the same post in the pre-Fascist '20s. Probably 
because his Democratic Labor party is a political 
intermediate, well to the center of both Sforza’s 
Action party and the Christian Democratic party 
led by Rodino, he was accepted by the lately 
Fascist Umberto as the likeliest fulcrum for a 
coalition government, on the Committee of Lib- 
eration’s recommendation. 

The little King, trader in Fascism, is out. 
Badoglio, his weak little strong man, is out; his 
Allied props apparently removed. Umberto, Liey- 
tenant General of the Realm, playboy turned am- 
bitious and stubborn politician, is still in.

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Confusion About the Missouri 

Capitol Hill combat over the omnibus flood 
control bill, which progresses noisily on the road 
to nowhere, has made a Babel tower of one big 
problem—the Missouri River region. A brief re- 
view of the views presented to the Senate com- 
merce subcommittee in the last few days: 

Senator Murdock agrees with. Senator 
O'Mahoney that there is such a thing as a 
priority of waters, but disagrees as to whose 
priority it is. 

Senator O’Mahoney is revising his amendment 
to the bill establishing a priority of waters. 

Secretary Ickes says the bill does not protect 
irrigation and other water uses in the Missouri 
River region. 

Gov. Sharpe of South Dakota says any alloca- 
tion of priority of river waters is unconstitution- 
al and champions the bill, which includes the 
Army Engineers’ Pick plan. This, in effect, grants 
priority of water use to navigation. 

Senator Overton suggests that Congress give 
priority to irrigation on the tributaries and 
priority on flood control to the main stem, 

Senator Clark is going to offer an amendment 
setting up a Missouri River Commission that will 
give Army Engineers control over all dams and 
reservoirs. 

The Governors of Montana and North Dakota 
say that in this “life-and-death matter,” the Army 


Engineers’ plan fails to “recognize the problem 
in its entirety,” and ask for “an over-all plan.” 

Nobody speaks anybody else's language. The 
only constructive suggestion to come out of the 
hearings thus faf is not a suggestion at all, but 
a warning. Said an Omaha city official: 

“If we are forced to settle all our minor. dif- 
ferences and to formulate all our understandings 
and agreements before a start ig made on the 
program, my generation will not live long enough 
to see any of the progressive steps accomplished.” 
Right. | 

Unless, Mr. Trustin of Omaha, some single, 
autonomous, corporate authority is set up to end 
the bickering, to break the deadlock. It’s one 
big river. It has got to have one big plan. 
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Only the Beginning 

‘Never before in the war has the temptation 
to over-confidence been so great, or our yielding 
to it so thoroughly unjustified—or its perils so 
dire. Now that the long-awaited invasion is an 
actuality, there is a sense of relief on the home 
front. But it is the actuality of the fighting 
front that we at our distance must try to cem- 
prehend: the sense that all things hang in the 
balance, the certainty that a long, hard phase of 
the fighting lies ahead. 

Our forces have barely more than begun land- 
ing. There must be a steady sequence of land- 
ings of men and equipment and supplies, uatil 
we have on the Continent a mighty army fully 
equipped and with its secure life-line for sup- 
plies. As yet, the Germang have hardly begun 
to fight. They have not yet committed them- 
selves to acceptance of our landings as the major 
invasion offensive. But to whatever degree they 
pledge their troops to the present Channel front, 
the counter-offensive is surely in preparation, and 
we are warned that its blows will be tremendous. 

Our leaders, therefore, counsel the practical 
view that will provide the best results on the 
battlefield and the home fronts. Prime Minister 
Churchill in Commons said: “Enormous exertions 
lie before us....I earnestly hope that when the 
members go to their constituencies, they will give 
strong warnings against over-optimism.” Said 
War Secretary Stimson: “Only the first hurdle 
has been taken. It would be bad indeed if we 
permitted super-optimtsam to run away with ua, 
There will be hard daya ahead, Let ua not make 
them worse because of a previous cheerful dis- 
tortion of the facts.” 

We have only begun to fight. There will be 
time enough for wishful thinking when hard- 
headed action has made our wishes come true.

“We are In the advent of the greatest 
joint operation between two Allies that 
has ever been planned in history,” Winston 
Churchill said last Feb. 22. ; 


The invasion of Hitler’s Fortress Eu- 
rope from the West is the most formidable 
and momentous operation ever undertaken. 


Mr. Churchill reminded the House of 
Commons on Feb. 22: “I have never taken 
the view that the end of the war in Europe 
is at hand or that Hitler is about to col- 
lapse, and I have certainly given no guar- 
antee, or even held out any expectation 
that the year 1944 would see the end of 
the European war. Nor have I given any 
guarantee the other way. 


Still a Powerful Enemy 


“The strength of the German Army is 
about 300 divisions, though many of these 
are substantially reduced in numbers. The 
fighting quality of the troops is high. The 
German General Staff system, which we 
failed to liquidate after the last war, repre- 
sents an order comprising many thousands 
of highly trained officers and a school of 
doctrine of long, unbroken continuity. It 
possesses great skill both in handling 
troops in action and in their rapid move- 
ment from place to place. The recent 
fighting in Italy should leave no possible 
doubt on these points.” 


Operations of such magnitude as the 
invasion of Europe are in the first in- 
stance decided by the Allied Chiefs of 
Staff, who, Mr. Churchill explained, “sit- 
ting almost continuously together, carry 
on the war from day to day, assisted not 
only by the machinery of the great de- 
partments which serve them, but by the 
Combined General Staffs, and making their 
decisions effective through the Navy, Army 
and Air Forces, over which they exercise 
direct operational control.” 


A Vast Preparatory Task 


The joint planners of the various serv- 
ices, assisted by experts, then produce an 
outline plan which is handed to the several 
commanders, who proceed to work out the 
final details. These plans have, of neces- 
sity, to be prepared months in advance, 
for the complicated apparatus of modern 
war has to be produced and transported to 
the scene of action in ships. 

It is clear that the industrial, organiza- 
tional and military effort required for the 
assault on Europe is on a scale never pre- 
viously attempted in the world’s history. 


Adm, Leahy, Chief of Staff to the Com- 


mander-in-Chief of the United States Army 
and Navy, has outlined the responsibilities 
of the Combined Chiefs of Staff in joint 
operations: 


. “Never has co-ordination and comrade- 
ship between the services been more. Un- 
der the direction of the President and the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain, the Com- 
bined Chiefs of Staff are charged with the 
formulation and execution of policies and 
plans to insure full collaboration of the 
United States and Great Britain and the 
United Nations concerning: 


“lL. The strategic conduct of the war. 


“2. The broad program of war require. 
ments based on approved strategic policy; 
that is, the equipment, supplies and per- 
sonnel required to win the war. 3 


“3. The allocation of munition resources 
based on strategic needs and the avail- 
ability of means of transportation. 


“4. The requirements for overseas trans- 
portation for the fighting services.” 


A Force for Allied Unity 


On Feb. 16, 1944, Yale University hon- 
ored Field Marshal Sir John Dill, the 
senior Brftish military representative of 
the Combined Chiefs of Staffs Committee, 
by conferring on him the Henry Howland 
memorial prize for his part in establish- 
ing cordial and effective co-operation be- 
tween the military establishments of Brit- 
ain and the United States. 


The harmonious working of the Anglo- 
American Combined Chiefs of Staff has 
been described by Gen. Marshall (Sir John 
Dill’s opposite number) as “the greatest 
singled Allied achievement of the war’— 
more decisive, he added, even “than air 
power, ground power or naval power.” 


Obviously, the administrative aspect of 
any bilateral relationship must be of trans- 
cendent importance. Gen. Marshall has 
said of Sir John Dill that “men of this 
temper are very, very rare,” and that with- 
out them there could be none of the “new 
form of international co-operative action” 
which is so vital to the planning of the 
United Nations’ global strategy from which 
is derived the particular strategy of a 
hemisphere, a theater of operations or of 
a particular area. 


Enterprises like the landing in North 
Africa and the conquest of Sicily are the 
tangible results of the technique of long- 
term planning, the study of which began 
as far back as June, 1940.

Yet not one of 
these poets has challenged the causes for 
political and economic inequality and the 
resulting conflict of which they paint such

Wars, political and social upheavals have 
been visitations in every century, and poets 
and writers have been moved to set down 
what they felt or saw. . Very little, how- 
ever, has remained. Of the Roman con- 
quest, the lyrics of Catullus and Horace, 
which touched not at all upon conflict, are 
remembered, and are far more important 
today than the emaciated logic of Caesar. 
“The Marsellaise” ig the one memorable 
piece of verse to*come out of the French 
Revolution, and that has remained only 
because it was set to stirring music. 

The last war produced a crop of young 
poets who composed tender and terrible 
lines. Brooke, Seager, Kilmer, Sassoon and 
Aldington wrote under the impact of war, 
but the lines of remembered beauty burned 
into clarity by the horrors of conflict are 
the ones which retain their meaning for 
us today. 

One does not attack the sincerity which 
prompted these poets to seek answers to 
present-day problems. They have chosen 
expressions rather than deeply rooted 
causes on which they write in language 
that borders on unrestraint and fury. 

Perspective is important if verse is -to 
achieve more than ephemeral attention. 
Written at white heat of emotion, it is not 
necessarily of the highest quality. There 
is much to be said for Wordswortbian 
recollection in tranquillity, however pale 
and ghostly the daffodils may be.

An American Bishop in India 
“Frederick Bohn Fisher: World Citizen,” by Welthy 
Honsinger Fisher. (Macmillan Co., New York.) 

When Fred Fisher became a Methodist 
Episcopal Bishop in 1920, he had the dis- 
tinction of being, at 38, the youngest Bishop 
of his church in a century. He resigned 
the post 10 years later, as the climax of 
his long work in India, and gained another 
distinction. He had enough faith in the 
Indian people’s capacity for self-leadership, 
in both the religious and political fields, to 
give up his bishopric in order to make way 
for an Indian successor, 

After Bishop Fisher's death In 1938, hie 
friend Gandhi wrote: “He seemed to me 
to be one among the few Christians who 
walked in the fear of the Lord and there 
fore feared no man.” Bishop McConnell 
called him “one of the most dynamic forces 
the Methodist church has ever had.” The 
story of this progressive and alert minis- 
ter’s career, as here told by his widow, ex- 
plains how he came to merit those tributes,

The task of these divisions is 
not to defeat the invading forces, 


enough for that, but to delay 
them, to prevent them gaining 
depth -for maneuver and for the 
bringing-in of heavy weapons and 
equipment, until the main strateg- 
ic reserves, which lie many miles 
to the rear in carefully planned 
assembly areas, can arrive for the 
decisive counterblow. 

The commander of a defensive 
division just does the best he ean; 
if his outpost line is driven in, 
he makes a fight on his secondary 
line; he tries to deny the use of 
important road junctions to the 
enemy; he makes small counter- 
attacks against a _ considerable 
enemy force which he thinks he 
can defeat. He tries not to fritter 
away these small reserves in des- 
ultory fighting. 


He tries to keep something in 
hand against further emergency. 
He plays above all for time, and 
he keeps sending reports of the 
situation to the high command in 
order that a composite of these 
reports may enable the command- 
er in chief to make the best de- 
cision as to the use of his strategic 
reserves, 


All this is going on now in 
France. We are, breaking through 
this forward resistance system of 
the enemy, but we have not yet 
encountered the enemy’s main 
striking power—the 20 divisions of 
his strategic reserve, of which per- 
haps half are armored or “panzer 
grenadier” divisions. 


This is not, therefore, a time for 
overconfidence or for premature 
rejoicing.

Typhoid patients, it is pointed 
out, usually lack appetite but re- 
quire an adequate diet. The syn- 
thetic diet often enables patients 
to gain weight while in bed. 

Since it is absorbed readily, re- 
quiring no digestion, it has proved 
very useful in the treatment of 
intestinal conditions, besides af- 
fording a guide to certain forms 
of diagnosis. Its lack of protein, 
for instance, helps in the diag- 
nosis of food allergy, because if 
a patient thrives on the diet, it 
is apparent that his allergen is a 
food protein.

Spread cut sur- 
faces with a mixture made from 
three tablespoons prepared mus- 
tard, one teaspoon scraped or grat- 
ed onion, one-half teaspoon salt 
and one-fourth teaspoon Worces- 
tershire Sauce. Top this with but- 
tered bread crumbs, Bake at 400 
degrees for about 80 minutes or 
until completely cooked and 
crumbs are browned, 

Cooked French Artichokes— 
Four small. Wash thoroughly in 
plenty of warm water, Cut off 
stem next to artichoke petals, 
Cook covered with boiling salted 
water, weigh them down with 
small plate, allowing space around 
edge for steam to escape. Cook 
85 to 40 minutes. Drain well. 
Serve with a helping of tart may- 
onnaise or Hollandaise sause. To 
eat, pull petals off, dip in dress- 
ing, and eat only the fleshy ends 
of the petals.

Spelling “Bee.” 

A soldier writes: “The other 
night, in camp, we had a spelling 
bee, The words bothered us some, 
but we really didn’t have any trou- 
ble till somebody asked: “Why is 
it a spelling ‘bee?’ Would you give 
us the answer?” 

“Bee,” here, derives from the 
hive. People gathered together— 
that is, for a game or united pur- 
pose—are likened to a swarm of 
bees.

Keeping the Garden Planted 


soon as you have enjoyed 
Ae the food from a row in your 
Victory Garden, speed it into 
production again, Empty ground 
is enemy ground, Pull the last of 
that row of radishes for supper 
tonight and the rest of the spin- 
ach tomorrow. As soon ag the 
peas have been picked of their 
healthful and tasty eating, cut the 
greens off at ground level and 
spade roots and greens under to 
get that space started on 9 sec 
ond shift, 


Let’s do some Steevnn on fu- 
ture good flavors to help us decide 
on how to use the empty rows to 
best advantage. Along with the 
beans, beets, carrots, etc., that we 
can plant in successions all 
through from March to August; 
sweet potatoes, corn, cucumbers 
and all the squash family are on 
the planting calendar now. Grant- 


ed that these last four are space: 


hogs, some of them certainly car- 
ry their weight in vitamins, calo- 
ries and flavor. 


I get fighting mad when I hear 
that “sweets” are not worth the 
space in our backyard productign 
lines. Give them 50 feet of row 
and you will harvest a heavy 
bushel. Not in the same class as 
tomato production, I'll admit, but 
I'm taking it for granted that you 
have alloted tomatoes the space 

riorities that will take care of all 
he fresh and canned ones you'll 
need for your table. 

Figure on spacing sweet potato 
plants 12 to 15 inches apart in 
their rows and measure your 
space so that you can count up 
just how many plants to buy. If 
possible, a border row is ideal for 
then you can train the glossy 
green vines outside of the valu- 
able garden space. 

Planting directions are simple, 
In soil that has already been 
turned over and loosened, open a 
furrow four or five inches deep 
with your hoe, Scatter Victory 
garden fertilizer or plant food in- 
to the opened furrow at the rate 
of about 5 pounds to 100 feet of 
row. Now pull back the soil over 
the furrow to make a rounded 
hill or “ridge”, three or four 
inches high. 

With the “dibble” (just a 
pointed round stick a good inch 
thick), or the handle end of your 
hoe or rake trimmed to a point, 
make the holes for the plants 


about six inches deep, Stir a 
pound of victory garden fertilizer 
into your large water can or a 
large bucket, and keep the atir- 
“7 stick on hand, 

ilt prevention and root protec- 
tion call for keeping the plants in 
wet newspaper coverings until you 
set them into the holes in the 
rows, Set the plant into the hole 
and be sure that it sets deep with 
just the leaves above the surface 
and plenty of space to let the roots 
go down,, Presg loose soil into the 
hole and around the roots, but not 
all the way up for you'll want 
space to pour in the fertilizer so- 
lution, A good dose of it will 
settle the soil around the roots 
and start the plants off with a 
hardy meal, 

The next. step.is to pull more 
loose soil around the plants and 
press it down firmly so that the 
roots have goon. contact with the 
cool damp earth. Few insects or 
diseases attack sweet potatoes so 
they will require little attention 
during the growing season. Shallow 
weeding with the hoe once in a 
while may be necessary but once 
the vines are off to a good start 
they'll shade the ground so com- 
pletely that the weeds won't have 
a chance, 

Squashes, melons and cucumb- 
ers will amply repay your efforts 
if you start them off in well pre- 
pared soil. Even if you've spaded 
at the beginning of the season, 
loosen. the soil again with the 
spading fork. Work it up with a 
handful of Victory garden ferti- 
lizer and any other sort of com- 
post or humus, or add a goodly 
amount of manure to the soil, Be 
sure that the soil has good mois- 
ture-holding capacity and won't 
cake at the surface. 

“Plant in hills,” you read on 
the seed packets, For our climate 
I would suggest level planting or 
even hills in reverse, or slightly 
below garden level. That promises 
better moisture and less danger 
of the soil baking dry. 

There’s nothing like a three 
layer newspaper covering to keep 
the seed bed cool and damp for 
good germination, A few clumps 
of earth will keep the coverings 
in place until the seedlings are 
ready to push out into the light. 
Then off with the papers and 
good luck to your crop.

My Day -O- 
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ad 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

T has been called to my atten- 
| tion that in speaking of St. 

Elizabeth's Hospital as the only 
Federal hospital for mental cases, 
I did not mention that the Veter- 
ans’ Administration and the serv- 
ices have hospitals that care for 
such cases also, The Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration has 28 neuro-psychi- 
atric hospitals and one combina- 
tion general and neuro-psychiatric 
institution at Tuskegee. St. Eliz- 
abeth’s here is under the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and takes in 
many service connected cases. 

Last night, the President and I 
gave a dinner for the Prime Min- 
ister of Poland. In talking to 
him, I was much interested to find 
that he had only gone into poll- 
tics because he could not accom- 
plish the things he wished to do 
for the agricultural people, with 
whom he was most closely associ- 
ated, without identifying himself 
with the Government. He comes 
from Western Poland, where the 
co-operatives were extensively de- 
veloped and they were his great 
interest. So many people in our 
own country find that though their 
interest may be primarily in one 
particular objective, they cannot 
accomplish a great deal without 
taking part in the government of 
their country. 

I think that this is one of the 
reasons why more and more young 
people are decidin ng that it is not 
enough to vote and to try to have 
an intelligent opinion on the pub- 
lic questions of the day. They 
must actually represent constitu- 
encies in order to feel that. they 
are bringing the full strength of 
their ability to bear in favor of 
their particular objectives. 

I found the Prime Minister of 
Poland very interesting to talk to, 
and my admiration for the way 
in which his people have the cour- 
age to plan for the future grows 
daily. How they can plan when 
their loved ones are constantly in 
danger and live with anxiety and 
uncertainty from day to day is 
wonderful to me. This must re- 
quire a fortitude and self-disci- 
pline which few of us know any- 
thing about. 


This morning I went to Forest 
Glen and attended the discussion 
group there to which the men 


‘ 


bring questions which they are 
anxious to have answered. The 
answers are all looked up and 
given to them, and they can ask 
questions to clarify any points 
which they cannot understand. 
This seems to me a most useful 
service. Anyone who sees much 
of the men in camps and in hos- 
pitals knows how quickly rumors 
grow. In talking things over, if 
nobody knows the answer to a 
question, it is easy to get the 
wrong impression. 


I am very sure of one thing. 
The more these boys, who have a 
fight for health before them, 
realize what other people with the 
same handicaps have been able 
to accomplish, the easier it will 
be to overcome their own diffi- 
culties,

The Doctor 
On Vitamin 
Deficiency

ITAMIN B is the most puz- 
VY suing of all the vitamins. In 

the first place it is the most 
complex chemically. Whereas up 
to 1919 we thought it was a single 
and fairly simple structure, it now 
is known to be composed of many 
elements, some of which have 


been identified chemically—such 
as thiamine, riboflavin, nicotine 


acid, pyridoxine and pantothenic 


acid and each plays its own role 
in nutrition, and each, if it is ab- 
sent, allows of a different sort of 
disease condition to appear—neu- 
ritis or pellagra, or sore mouth 
as the case may be. 


We know that Vitamin B is ab- 
solutely necessary for life, and 
adults as well as children need 
some of it every day. Also the 
body cannot synthesize it, but 
must have it supplied in the food. 
In this it. differs from some of 
the other vitamins. Vitamin D is 
necessary in young life, but adults 
get. along with very little: Also 
the body can synthesize Vitamin 
D from the action of sufshine on 
the skin. If you get some Vita- 
min C every once in a while you 
do all right, not necessarily all the 
time. 


* * * 

NATURALLY WITH such a 
very necessary article nearly all 
foods contain, it, and it would 
hardly be possible for a person to 
eat any kind of a mixed diet with- 
out obtaining a good daily supply. 
But sometimes something goes 
wrong so that the Vitamin B in 
the food is not utilized. 

As my regular readers know I 
regard wholesale dosing with vi- 
tamin capsules and extracts as 
foolish and unnecessary. Not that 
I have any doubts about the abso- 
lute necessity of geting the vita- 
mins, but I prefer Nature's way of 
providing them and that is in 
the food. Another of my beliefs 
is that I do not see that the vita- 
min deficiencies are so frequent 
that extra preventive care should 
be instituted. But in the case of 
Vitamin B1, I am willing to admit 
that circumstances occasionally 
arise when some minor forms of 
deficiency occur even when the 
vitamin is present in the food. 

One of these, for instance, is 
diabetic neuritis, We know that 
one definite entity ascribable to 
Vitamin B deficiency is neuritis. 
Typically it is the form known as 
beri-beri found mostly in the 
Orient in countries where rice is 
the exclusive article of diet and 
where the only Vitamin B contain- 
ing part of the rice, the shell, is 
removed by milling because that 
suits the taste of the populace 
better. But there are some forms 
of neuritis found in all countries, 
such as alcoholic neuritis, which 
may be due to Vitamin B de- 
ficiency because the alcoholic gets 
his calories from his alcohol and 
eats very little food rich in Vita- 
min B, 


. * . 

IN DIABETIC NEURITIS an- 
other factor operates. It is known 
that Vitamin B operates particu- 
larly with carbohydrate nutrition 
—making the sugars and starches 
available for use by the cells. And 
we know that diabetes is essen- 
tially a profound disturbance of 
carbohydrate utilization. So it is 
quite possible that in diabetes the 
body cannot use Vitamin B even 
when it is present. And diabetic 
neuritis therefore responds to the 
use of large amounts of concen- 
trated Vitamin B in assimilable 
form. 

Again Vitamin B is often rec- 
ommended for fatigue and loss of 
appetite. Undoubtedly it does con- 
trol appetite and is valuable in 
regulating the bowels and hence 
preventing constipation. The spec- 
tacle, however, of thousands of 
people dosing themselves with 
Vitamin B tablets to help that 
tired feeling is not one that ap- 
peals to a real scientist. 

Under certain citcumstances the 
use of Vitamin B for fatigue is 
more scientific. Particularly I re- 


fer to life in the tropics. Vitamin — 


B is readily excreted in the per- 
spiration, so the resident of the 
tropics may lose his Vitamin B 
so fast in the perspiration that he 
needs a more abundant supply 
than his neighbor of the temper- 
ate zones, Certainly the effect of 
a tropical climate on producing 
that tired feeling gives consider- 
able support to this view.

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The Woman Coroner of the Ozarks - 


She Has Long Been Known as a Helpful Woman in Sickness or Death

CAMDENTON, Mo, June &. 

HEN the headless bodies of 
Wiwe women were found a few 

weeks ago in the Lake of the 
Ozarks, it was Abbie Woolery, cor- 
oner of Camden County, who took 
the mufilated forms from the 
water, It wasn’t a pleasant job for 
a woman but she took it in her 
stride, as part of the day’s work, 
for that is what a coroner is for 
and it makes no difference if the 
official is a woman, It was men- 
tioned casually in the newspapers, 
and people outside Camden Coun- 
ty learned for the first time that 
the Lake of the Ozarks region is 
manned in a mortuary sense by a 
woman, one of the very few in the 
country, if indeed there is another. 
It was something that called for 
an inquiry. So to Camdenton and 
to the parlor of Mrs, Abbie Bank- 
son Woolery, coroner and morti- 
cian. There to find a gentlewoman 
who lives to minister when death 
stalks and is happy in her minis- 
try. 
When Abbie Bankson was a 
child, living on a farm near Pu- 
laski, Ill, she had a skill in nurs- 
ing and an efficiency in dealing 
with death that few grown women 
possess. Down there in the hill 
country it was the custom that 
when there was sickness in a fam- 
ily, the neighbors took turns at 
helping with the nursing and when 
there was a death they all pitched 
in and did everything that good 
neighbors could do. 

The Bankson family was large 
and Abbie was next to the oldest. 
She was little mother to the small- 
er children, and her own mother, 
not very strong, depended upon 
her. So, when there was sickness 
in a neighbor’s family and it came 
the Banksons’ turn to help, Abbie 
was sent. She was welcomed, 
though she was onjy a child, be- 
cause she had a talent for nursing 
and was as much help as any 
woman could be. 

The fame of Abble_ spread 
through all the countryside and 
when there was aickness it was 
Abbie who was called, for it verily 
seemed that the child had some- 
thing that might be called a gift. 
Especially when a stricken one 
was low and might not live 
through the night, it was Abbie 
who was wanted to be there when 
death came, to minister to the liv- 
ing and the dead, 


The McClellans lived within

“hollerin’ distance,” half a quarter, 
and they had a child who was sub- 
ject to spasms. When that hap- 
pened the mother was helpléss. 
She would just go out into the 
yard and scream. Abbie’s mother 
would hear her and know what it 
meant. “Run, Abbie, run,” she 
would call, “I hear Bersheby 
screamin’.” And Abbie would run 
to quiet Bersheba McClellan and 
care for the child until the seizure 
passed, The child outgrew her af- 
fliction and, happily, Abbie did not 
have to close her eyes and “pretty” 
her for burial, as she had done 
for others, 

When Abbie Bankason war grown 
she came to live in the Camden 
County hills. Here she was soon 
known as a woman who was help- 
ful when there was sickness and 
doubly helpful when there was a 
death. There was no mortician in 
the county, and there was need 
for one. The doctors of the 
county signed a petition to the 
State Board of Embalmers to 
grant Abbie Bankson a Hcense 


without the customary two years’ 
practice, citing the county’s need 
and the experience that she had 
had. She passed the examination 
and in 1932 put up her sign, “Abbie 
Bankson, Mortician.” 

Another need of Camden County 
was a corner. In cases of sudden 
death the sheriff took charge and 
the inquests were held by judges 
and justices of the peace, As a 
morticilan Abbie Bankson found 
this procedure cumbersome. There 
should be a Coroner. She filed 
her application in 1932 for a place 
on the ticket. There was no op- 
position and she was elected, The 
term waa four years, 

That year Abbie Bankson was 
married to B. E, Woolery and 
changed her sign to “Bankson- 
Woolery.” The matrimonial hook- 
up had its advantages, for when 
Mrs. Wooley’s term as Coroner 
ran out and she couldn’t under 
the law succeed herself, Woolery 
ran for the office. 
sition but was elected. Mrs, Wool- 
ery did the office work and on oc- 


He had oppo- s 


casion functioned as acting Cor- 
oner. In 1940 Mrs. Woolery was 
again eligible. She was again a 
candidate and was again elected 
without opposition. Her husband 
became her aasiatant and acting 
Coroner On occasion. There's go- 
ing to be another election in the 
fall. Husband Woolery is the can- 
didate for Coroner, with no opposi- 
tion. He will be elected and Wife 
Woolery will do the office work 
and be atting Coroner when B. E. 
is away. The people of Camden 
County are well satisfied because, 
whether as Coroner or acting Cor- 
oner, Mrs, Woolery is dear to them 
on account of the woman’s touch 
and sympathy that she brings to 
them when tragedy comes, 

Tragedy does come, now and 
again, to the homes of Camden 
County, to the well-to-do homes 
in the towns and the poor homes 
in the hills. . Accidents occur on 
,the highways and drowning in the 
lake. Abbie Woolery has taken 
32 bodies from the waters of the 
lake and rivers. Fatal accidents 
on the highways are not infre- 
quent. 

Arrived at the scene, Mrs. Wool- 
ery is not less the woman but 
more the official. There’s a duty 
to be performed and a service 
to be rendered. If the task, as 
often; is gruesome, she doesn’t 
allow her natural revulsion to 
interfere with the thorough per- 
formamce of her duty and the 
thoughtful serving of the stricken 
families. She feels that in her 
relations with the grief-stricken 
she occupies a position second 
only to that of the ministers of 
religion. She is first at the 
scene of tragedy and last at the 
graveside. Not infrequently, in 
the absence of a minister, she 
conducts the graveside service. 

In these and other acts of kind- 
ness and thoughtfulness, she is 
less county official than the 
friend and comforter of the 
atricken, easing their anguish and 
healing their heartache, for they 
are her neighbors and friends. 
Always she remembers that she 
is a woman and doesn’t permit 
anybody to forget it, Shunning 
professionaliam, she dresses to 
conduct a funeral ag she would 
if she were going to church, It 
is a profession into which she 
grew rather than that she chose 
it but she wouldn’t change it. 

The poor dead boy lying in the 
next room is not just a dead boy 
to her. He is somebody’s loved 
one. “I have done for him,” she 
says, “as I would want somebody 
to do for a loved one of mine.”

Despite his excellent hand, South 
overbid when he went to the grand 
slam, North had all that he said he 
had in the bidding, and yet South 
soon found that he would have-to 
guess correctly for the missing 
queens in hearts and diamonds. 
West did not help him by opening 
either of these suits—he selected 
the safe lead of a trump—and 
since the mathematical odds were 
3 to 1 against South’s guessing 
correctly in both cases, it wag not 
surprising that he-went down for 
a trick. 

This would not have been so bad 
if a small slam contract had been 
at the mercy of one correct guess, 
but it wasn’t! The small slam was 
ice cold, requiring no guess at all. 
South would merely draw the out- 
standing trumps, cash the ace and 
king of clubs and the two top 
cards in either red suit, then exit 
with the third card in the same 
red suit. Whichever defender won 
would have to give declarer a free 
finesse in the other red suit, or the 
chance to discard the only loser in 
that suit while ruffing in the op- 
posite hand.
